To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Buxton:

It is again time to make our annual report, and we wish 
to express our gratefulness to all who have helped in mak- 
ing it possible to carry on our Library. 

We are especially grateful to Mr. Hargraves for the use 
of the building; to the Towns of Buxton and Hollis for 
their annual donation; to those who very willingly gave 
their services as librarians; to Mr. and Mrs. Chas. Lom- 
bard for their generous donation of books, and for the 
generous support of all who helped in any way to make 
our supper the success it was.
